Thursday: 

• Gordon Novel, who left town 
before a subpena could be 
-wved on him, was ordered to 


return to New Orleans at once 
and post a $50,000 bond. 

• Donald Dooty whom Mr. 
Garrison had subpenaed to 
appear today for questioning 
showed up at the D. A.’s office _ 
a day early. 

Mr. Dooty, 35, was questioned 
in Mr. Garrison’s office for 2 Yi 
hours. He departed unobserved. 
Authorities are not sure whether 
Mr. Dooty would show up today 
as his subpena asked. 


R. Russo. Mr. Russo, 21 
Baton Rouge, La., insur. 
salesman, testified at 
preliminary hearing that he 
heard Clay Shaw, the late David 
W. Ferrie, and Oswald plot to 
kill Mr. Kennedy. Mr. Shaw was 
subsequently indicted for 
conspiracy. 

But Mr. Martens, commenting 
in a taped TV interview 
released last night after he was 
subpenaed to appear before the 
Orleans Parish grand jury next 
week, said he shared an 
apartment with Ferrie and he 
had never heard of Oswald until 
the assassination.
